It is 
bad form for a man to drink too 
much. If he appears intoxicated at 
a social function he is not asked 
again. It simply isn’t done. The 
Same thing is true of the industrial 
classes. Drunkenness is disappear- 
ing and crime with it. 


Open Part of the Day 


The curtailed hours for opening! 
the public houses is another factor in| 
favor of diminishing drinking. They! 


do not open until 12 o'clock. They 
close again at 2 or 2:30 and do not 
reopen until 5. By. 11 o'clock they 
must close for the night. There is 
no opportunity for “all-day boozing.” 

Lastly, heavy taxation is doing its 
part in keeping down the drink habit. 
The taxes bring in heavy revenues 
although there is less liquor to be 
taxed, 

Mr. Layton speaks with the. as- 
surance ofthe law-abiding Briton 
when he says that the laws are en- 
torced in England and that when a 
man Violates the law he must take 
his punishment. When Engiand is 
through with the liquor it will be 
‘hrough with it, he says significantly.

an Intimate Trish Contrast 


Sir James Craig Happy in Stormont Castle; William, 


Thomas Cosgrave at 


Dublin, Ireland 
Special Correspondence 
HE Jrish home of Sir James 
Craig, Ulster’s Prime Minister, 
fs a castle: that of the Free 
State’s President, William Thomas 
Cosgrave. is a plain substantial coun- 
try house. They form an interest- 
ing contrast, and have one point in 
common--—each is situated about the 
same distance outside the respective 
capitals, Belfast and Dublin. 
Possessors of motor cars‘find in a 
journey to these two abodes little 
that is romantic; but such as are 
dependent upon more homely meth- 
ods of transportation have a distinct 
advantage in this regard. To reach 
Stormont Castle, the official resi- 
dence Of the Prime Ministers of 
Northern Ireland, one boards a tram 
at the “Junction” in Belfast-—- a key 
or focus for all the traffic of the 
city. This tram carries one over the 
river, gut through the suburbs, and 
uctimately to the gates of the castle. 
But the journey is not yet completed, 
for, passing the Jodzve, it remains to 
pursue on foot a winding road 
through the estate- a good three- 
quarters of a mile. From this route 
one looks out, on either side, upon 
various tokens of model farming 
fields vielding vegetables and hay: a 
very large and very expertly run 
chicken vard, whence must come 
daily hundreds more than enough 
fresh ezgs to supply the Ministerial 
table. 
The Sentry Smiles 
Stormont Castile, when at last 
reached, proves to be a castle in the 
truest sense of the word: sturdy, 
vast, imposing, though it does not 
date back to the Middle Ages, It is 


eonstructed of a brownish — gray 


stone, has ample terraces, delightful 
little capped turrets, and an ancient 
clock -tower. There are no moat 
drawhbridgces to cross; but a sentry 
pacing meticulously up and down, 
With a rifle across his” shoulder, 
establishes the note of vigilanee and 
protection. 

This sentry, however, is no. Prus- 
sian automaton Hie comes fo atten- 
tion, and then “breaks rank,” smiling 
in a very friendly sort of way and 
directing vou which bell to pull at 
the door. He even offers comments 
on the weather, and admits that the 
view from this eminence is fine: a 
Iagnificent sweep off across the 
Irish hills. tempered by autumnal 
mInist, and canveying the impression 
of an almost unbroken solitude. 

Within Stormont Castle 

Silent, too, the castle’s interior, 
with its master still in London fol- 
lowing the progress of the Boundary 
Bill, The rooms reflect cheer and 
comfort rather than any oppressive 
magnificence; and vet you are alwavs 
somehow conscious that you are in 
ad castle. The searching eve dis- 
covers intimate household details: 
electric bells communicating with 
all parts of the house: fires ready 
laid amd needing but the touch of a 
match to send their ruddy image 
down into the depths of polished 
floors; scratches on the panels of a 
door, where a dog has signified his 
desire to enter. There is an air of 
expectancy about the castle; a mood 
of waiting. Presently the man who 
is directing Ulster’s course at this 
tense time will return. 

Now for a glimpse of President 
Cosgrave’s place of dwelling. Beech 
Park, Templeogue, is a square two- 
story white structure built of stonc 
and standing #erhaps a dozen rods 
back from a country road. It was 
blown up by “Irregulars” duping the 
civil warfare of 1922, and has sinc: 
been entirely remodeled. Here. sta- 
tioned informally at the entrance 
gate, is a Free State soldier-—not 
armed with a fun, but carrving 
holster on one hip.

Jacobi's First Symphony 


Heard in San Francisco 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16 (Special! 
Correspondence) — Frederick Jacobi, 
whose first symphony was completed 


_over a@ year ago, was present last 


Friday and today at its first per- 
formances by the San Francisco 
Symphony Orchestra, under the di- 
rection of Alfred Hertz, and received 
felicitations from audiences - that 
found the work interesting, whatever 
the divergencies of opinion may have 
been over its pleasurable qualities. 
The conservative probably  pro- 
nounced it disagreeable, if not ab- 
horrent, for it makes no concessions 
to the taste for aweetmeats. 

Jacobi’s program in this symphony 
is almost primitive as that of Strav- 
inski in “Le Sacre du Printemps.” 
The “atmospheric” time is approxt- 
mately 650 B. C., and the locale lis 
Assyria. 

The music reflects vainglorious 
pride and ruthless cruelty in its 
trenchant themes and harmonies that 
bite like blades. 
is in sonata form, the principal sub- 
ject in march rhythm, 
subjects handled in a polytonic style 
that has the effect of frenetic action 
without progression. The second 
movement is a “Nocturne in Nine- 
veh” with the woodwind dominant in 
melodies more barbaric than ingra- 
tiating. 


“The Iast the 


movement,” aaya 
composer's note, “is warmer. It is 
less remote. Weary of the night- 
mare of ancient imes, we turn gladly 
toward the picture of a happier day.” 
The change in mood is symbolized by 
a more definite melodic character 
end a decrease {tn dissonance. The 
work closes with a return of the 
opening march theme, suggesting 
tha the “happier day” is as yet pro- 
phetic and not actual. 

The symphony is the best 
Jacobi has written for orchestra, 
showing considerable advance in 
mastery of instrumentation and poly 
phonic writing. It has an intense 
vitality, and impresses one as a.. {m- 
aginative tour de force, The har- 
monic acidity {s constant. In that 
phrase of his, “the nightmare of an- 
clent times,” one surmises the key to 
the pertinacious dissonace which 
evokes a stark and terrible beauty.

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Defining the Boundaries of the Arts 


OTHING in the sphere of what |not been pleased with this compari- | 


may be called everyday 

thetics can be more clear than 
the fundamental difference 
the visual and the auditory arts; that 
is, between poetry and music on the 
one hand and the plastic arts—paint- 
ing, sculpture, and architecture--on 
the other. The former obviously, 
whatever else they involve in their 
many-sided appeals, depend in es- 
sence upon rhythmic arrangement 
of sound; the latter depend upon the 
arrangement of masses of line and 
color. The one division is temporal, 
the other Such a funda- 
mental difference would scem to place 
the two worlds of the appeal to the 
eye and the appeal to the ear so far 
apart that they could never com- 
municate, never approach, and surely, 
never merge. 

Yet so allied and in fact practicalls 
merged are these two realms in ordi- 
nary experience that from the ear- 
liest times of which we possess rec- 
ord men have stubbornly insisted 
upon the harmony and kinship be- 
tweenthem. The commonest analogy, 
of course, has been between poetry 
and painting. Aristotle in the ‘T’oet- 


ics” made the general comparison 
when he spoke of the poet as “being 
an imitator, like a painter-or ans 
other artist.” But he was merely 
echoing a far more explicit affirma- 
tion made nearly two centuries eer- 
lier by Simonides of Cos (as happily 
preserved by Plutarch): “Painting is 
silent poetry and poetry is a speak- 
ing picture.”

This striking and challenging fig- 
ure became the origin of the more 
prevailingiy famous”7~ dictum of 
Horace in his “Ars Poetica” that “ut 
pictura, poesis”’— is painting, so 
is poetry. But this declaration bv 
virtue of its apparently final sim- 
plicity implies a more intimate simi- 
larity than Simonides’. Horace would 
assert in effect hardly less than the 
identitv of the function of the two 
arts. And there is perhaps in the 
whole history of wsthetics no better 
illustration of the hypnotizing influ- 
ence of epigrammatic phrases. For 
these seven svilables of the Roman 
master of winged words have done 
more than whole libraries to deter- 
mine the thought of nearly two thou- 
sand years on this vital subject.

From the time of the revival of 
learning in the Renaissance to the 
present day the conviction thus en- 
shrined has held almost undisputed 
sway. During the period of the neo- 
classical triumph, from the sixteenth 
century to the middle of the eight- 
eenth in particular, innumerabie 
treatises on the “parallel,” as it was 
called, appeared; and in fact hardly 
a single treatment of either poetry 
or painting during this time failed to 
echo reverentially the comparison of 
Horace. “There is no one,” wrote 
the celebrated theorist, Membrun. in 
1652, as he surveyed the critical doc- 
trine of a century or more, “who has 
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son between poctry and painting.” 
Likewise across the Channel in Eng-. 
land, a little later, Dryden faithfully | 
summed up the faith of his country- 
men in his “Parallel of Poetry and 
Painting,’ as he chose to entitle his 


'long essay prefixed to his translation 


of.Du Fresnoy’s “De Arte Graphica.” 
In two important respects he finds 
this traditional similarity: “The 
principal figure of the subject must 
appear in the midst of the picture, 
under the princtpal light, to distin- 
guish it from the rest, which are only 
its attendants. Thus, in-a tragedy, or 
an epic poem, the hero of the piece 
must be advanced foremost to the: 
view of the reader, or spectator: he 
must outshine the rest of all the 
characters: he must appear the prince 
of them, like the sun in the Coper- 
nican svstem, encompassed with the 
less noble planets: because the hero 
is the center of the main action; all 
lines from the circumference tend to 
him alone: he is the chief object of 
pity in the drama, and of admiration 
in the epic poem.” The other paral- 
lel lies in his highly modern state- 
ment that. “Expression, and all that 
belongs to words, is that in a poem 
which colouring is in a picture.”

This well-intrenched point of view, 
called by crities “the ‘ut pictura 
poesis’ theory,” obviously tends to 
emphasize the likeness rather than 
the difference between the arts. It 
blurs the fundamental distinctions 
of the medium and hence of the re- 
spective functions. Hence a vigor- 
protest against the obliteration 
of the boundary lines assumes great 
importance, 
long-deferred protest launched by 
Lessing in 1766 in his masterpiece of

original and revolutionary criticism, | 


the “LLaocoon.” Lessing based his 
argument upon the impassable chasm 
separating poetry and painting in the 
light of the inexerable temporal na- 
ture of the one and the spatial na- 
ture otf the other. Because words (or 
sounds) must follow each other in 
the unescapable sequence of time, he 
contended, poetry can deal only with 
events, which in experience follow 
each other in the time relation. 
Painting, in complete contrast, must 
by the nature of its medium treat 
only relations in space. It cannot, 
therefore, legitimately* represent a 
story or any part ofa story, not even 
a scene which might be considered a 
moment in a narrative. Conversely, 
poetry cannot portray objects more 
or fixed In space, suchas, 
notably, a landscape. Poetry cannot 
describe, painting cannot narrate:

These Hundreds of Years| 


Primitive Life Seven Nautical 


Miles From Civilization |

ISING up out of the sea, about 
seven miles off the northwest 
coast of Ireland, is a tiny po'nt 

of land. It is called Tory Island, and 
measures about five miles long and 
from a mile to three-quarters of a 
mile wide. The population numbers 
360—between 60 and 70 families. And 
these folk are so effectively cut off 
from the mainland that often months 
at a time pass without the slightest 
intimation of what is going on out 
in the world. Tory Island belongs to 
the Free State; but, so far_as politics 
enter at alj into the lives of these 
simple and primitive people, the ma- 
jority are Republicans. 

Tom Casement, inspector of the 
Free State Coast Life-Saving Serv- 
ice, has just returned to Dublin from 
a trip to Tory Island, 
the minute sea-girt community which 
exudes romance in every word. Mr. 
(Casement, brother of Roger Case- 
ment, knows the sea and knows it 
well, having spent 12 years in wind- 
jammers. The civil warfare of 1921- 
22 Jeft the old coast guard equip- 
ment of Ireland in ruins. A vessel 
wrecked or in distress could look 
for no help from shore. Tom Case- 
mient has been devoting himself to 
the difficult and important task of 
rehabilitating this service for 
Free State Government. Already 
life-saving stations along the coasts 
of the Free State have been set up, 
the crews of which serve voluntarily, 
receiving 2a merely nominal sum 
from the 
cue work performed. 

There is as yet no station on Tory 
Island, theugh it possesses one of 
the finest lighthouses of its kind in 
the world. The island strikes sheer 
and rocky out of the ocean, with the 
full blast o? the Atlantic thundering 
and boiling 
No ships ply back and forth. It 
only during stretches of fine weather

trips across to Donegal in little open 
hoats propelled by oars and equipped 
with a lug sail. 
Primitive Life and Lonely

regularly; but the herring have dis- 
appeared, and with them the sole 
commerce of Tory Island. Naturally 
‘here is no business life. Mr. Case- 
ment speaks vaguely a sort 
shop where one can purchase certain 
things— provided one has any money. 
Nor is there any social life, except 
of the most primitive kind—the 
simple daily contact with neighbors 
(and on Tory Island all men are 
neighbors). 

Only seven nautical miles 
civilization! Yet arrived at Tory 
Island one steps into an elemental 
comniunit where modern ways are 
utterly uixnown. It is existence 
stripped of amenities and conven- 
jences.

The sovernment organ, the Prager 
Presse, has just published an arti- 
cle drawing attention to the back- 
ward place which Czechoslovakia 
holds with respect to aviation in 
comparison with England, France, 
Italy, and the United States. This 
newspaper proposes a way in which 
the public can amelorate the situa- 
tion. It says that there is need of 
voluntary financla] contributions, 
and it goes on to point out that there 
are unofficial leagues in both France 
and Poland of those interested in 
fostering aviation. These leagues 
each have a membership roll of 
400,000. And they not only con- 
tribute themselves financially, 
they organize parties who will un- 
dertake canvassing and who will 
make collections for more funds. 

According to the Prager Presse, 
every Englishman is taxed $1.83 per 
year for the support of aviation in 
his country; the Frenchman, 49 
cents; the Italian, 47 cents: the 
American, 29 cents, and the Czecho- 
Slovakian eslight!y more, 31 cents. 
But, it is pointed out that the private 
contributions of the Frenchman 
would bring his total up to 75 cents 
approximately, and that the amount 
spent in the United States on naval 
aviation is not considered in this 
proportioning. In Czechoslovakia, 
both military and civil aviation costs 
are borre entirely by the State— 
with the exception of a smal! return 
from the branch of civil aviation. 
The State, therefore. bears the cosi 
of the research institute, pilot 
schools, engineer schools, building 
and maintenance of airdromes, the 
meteorological service and a subsidy 
to the civil flying companies.

League Against Alco- 
holism has just com- 
pleted a nation-wide 
survey, declared to be 
the most complete ever 
made on the subject. It is based upon the 
police reports of the departments in 300 of the 
country’s leading cities and the District of 
Columbia, all states except North Carolina and 
Oklahoma being represented. In these are in- 
cluded statistics covering all arrests during the 
last four years prior to the date when prohibi- 
tion became effective, and the first four years 
under prohibition. 

In the first place, it is interesting to observe 
that the actual saving to the states, and thus 
to the taxpayers, has been, according to what 
is declared to be a conservative estimate, ap- 
proximately $200,000,000 annually, or, in round 
numbers, a total of $800,000,000. When it is 
recalled that it was gloomily forecast by the 
foes of law enforcement that the burden of the 
loss of revenue from the saloons would fall 
heavily upon the taxpayers, it is encouraging 
to learn that the balance is on the side of the 
public, the net saving being in excess of these 
revenues. But this is not all. It appears, and 
the figures cannot be successfully controverted, 


that the number of arrests for all causes, per | 


thousand of population, shows a decrease dur- 
ing the last four years, compared with the pre- 
vious four years. 

It may be that the decrease should be much 
greater than that shown. But that crime has 
decreased, rather than increased, explodes the 
much-advertised claim of the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amendment that the 
so-called crime wave is constantly rising. But 
more than this, it is shown that the actual de- 
crease in arrests for drunkenness since the Vol- 
stead Act went into effect is 43.3 per cent for 
the 300 cities included in the survey. In other 
words, it appears that during the last four vears 
there were 1,000,000 fewer cases of drunken- 
ness each year than there were for each of the 
four years immediately prior to that time in 
the United States as a whole. Where formerly 
these cases made up 32.5 per cent of the total 
arrests in the country, they have been reduced 
to 18.8 per cent. 

That is the economic side of the picture. It 
is encouraging and heartening, but mere figures 
are drab things. There is more to it than ap- 
pears on the surface. No statistician can com- 
pute nor artist depict the results worked in 
American homes by the closing of the saloon. 
To them there has come the rebirth of hope, 
the realization of an emancipation from de- 
grading slavery. and the promise of even 
zreater and better things as a new generation 
is raised up free from the hlighting taint. No 
survey will be complete until it includes these 
homes and the happy people in them. But 
the benefits cannot be estimated in dollars 
alone. Today, if given an opportunity, millions 
of redeemed men would rise up and testify to 
their deliverance. With them would stand as 
many wives and mothers, and other millions 
of boys and girls, willing witnesses in the cause 
of temperance. 

ceassuring as the figures are, they might be 
wiped out or even distorted to show a balance 
on the other side of the ledger, and the fact 
would remain that the warfare against drink 
has not been in vain. But with the showing 
made, who is there to stand in support of the 
effort to restore the saloon by those methods 
urged by the agents and: accomplices of the 
brewers? Surely the need is for a stricter 
enforcement of the law, rather than for sur- 
render of a single inch gained in one of the 
greatest moral reforms ever undertaken bv a 
free people. :

The bill of fare is better, until about the eni 
of March. 

But an acute problem for the migratory birds 
has been developing in recent vears, according 
to the Commissioner of Canadian National 
Parks. A comparatively restricted area in the 
United States for the birds in winter is annu- 
ally becoming more restricted, through in- 
creased drainage and cultivation. Some prog- 
ress has been made in providing sanctuaries 
for the birds, during the months when they 
visit the more densely populated parts of 
America. Still more co-operation is needed be- 
tween Canada and the United States. Sanctu- 
aries along the borders, for wild game, were 
advocated by Ernest Thompson Seton, noted 
writer on animal life, at the Canadian Club in 
Ottawa recently. Urging that sanctuaries 
should be established especially in the cities, 
he favored ten acres in town rather than a 
thousand acres ten miles out. The town sanc- 
tuary gives great delight to the children, and 
has far-reaching educational value. 

Public interest in the welfare of the birda, 
and of other denizens of the woods and the Jake 
lands, is a great help toward enforcement of the

Canada’s responsibility, in the opinion of the 
Dominion Parks Commissioner, but the peo- 
ple of the United States have an interest. “We 
are all one people on this continent,” he said, 
in an interview to a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor. ‘‘The resources 
have been bestowed in various parts of the 
continent, and in such a way that they are 
mutually dependent. That is the viewpoint we 
take in.regard to our big game, and I think it 
is the right one.” 

Last year, the Dominion Government took an 
important step, setting aside areas in the north- 
west territories as sanctuaries, comprising 
250,000 square miles. White trappers are 
barred from the protected areas, and Indians 
and Eskimo are permitted to trap to a limited 
extent for their food supply. It is confidently 
expected that the big game resources will be 
maintained in perpetuity in the far north. Peo- 
ple in the cities to the south can help by 
making every home plot a bird sanctuary, at 
least, and by upholding the game laws. Na- 
tional conservation depends upon the friendl+ 
interest of individual citizens.

formed by Erik Kolban, chief of the minorities 
section of the League, in a public address at 
Athens. The world has had a distinct impres- 
sion that minorities ‘are complaining of the 
treatment to which they are subjected in various 
countries; but it has been generally believed 
that the area of discontent, and consequent 
danger of violent protest, has been limited to 
the Balkans. Some light was cast recently upon 


the significance of the information supplied by 
Mr. Kolban by the observations of a Zionist 


' agent, who informed a representative of the 


Monitor in a remote capital of eastern Europe 
that the discontent of some minorities in the 
Balkan region are duplicated in almost every 
detail in countries remote from the Balkans. 

Mr. Kolban pointed out in his address that the 
rights of protecting various minorities, formerly 
vested in individual powers, have been trans- 
ferred by treaties to the League of Nations, and 
that the League is prepared to act energetically 
in behalf of these minorities, now legaily placed 
under its protection, whenever circumstances 
Such proceedings. 
however, he added, would imply no surrender 
of sovereign rights by the states affected, nor 
would they involve any reflection upon their 
honor. What the League of Nations is trying to 
do in such cases of dangerous irritation, in many 
instances aggravated by the lack of confidence 
among aggrieved minorities in. the impartiality 
of the judicial or administrative machinery of 
states complained of, is to apply to such menac- 
ing situations the detached point of view of an 
outside agency. 

In other words, when it receives complaints 
from minorities, which it does receive in the 
course of its regular functioning, the League 
does so as the referee of the state, and submits 
the complaints to the state for its consideration, 
in the capacity of its friend. Mr. Kolban, how- 
ever, made it clear that any indication on the 
part of the complaining. minority of hostility to 
the sovereignty of the state involved, automati- 
cally puts the complaint beyond the power 
of the minorities section to give it any consid- 
eration. 

Both the disclosure of the extent to which 
minorities in various parts of Europe are com- 
plaining of mistreatment and Mr. Kolban’s 
assurance to governments that the League of 
Nations is animated only by the desire to uphold 
constituted sovereignties, give the world a new 
slimpse of the humanity of the League’s con- 
sideration of the rights of minorities. They also 
indicate the wisdom with which the League is 
carrying out its mission in behalf of these dis- 
contented, ethnical fragments. Mr. Kolban has 
made a powerful appeal to the human con- 
science which deserves wide attention on both 
sides of the Atlantic.

represents a compromise between the advocates 
of a general system of branch banks and those 
who not only would have the national Govern- 
ment prevent the banks from establishing new 
branches, but also would have the Congress 
follow the example of many of the states and 
prohibit branch banking by any institution 
with a federal charter. 

Under the provisions of the proposed law, 
the consolidation of a state bank with a na- 


tional bank is made simple and easy, with the' | 


qualification that such consolidation may not 
retain branches which the state bank may have 
had beyond the corporate limits of the city or 
town where it is located. The right of a state 
to prohibit branch banking is recognized by the 
proviso that no national banking association 
may maintain or operate any branch in any 
state, which at the time the proposed measure 
becomes law does not authorize banks that 
have been created by the state to establish 
branch offices. 

The Federal Reserve Bank Act is also to be 
amended, so as to provide that the Reserve

Board shall not permit any bank to become a 
stockholder of the federal reserve system, ex- 
cept upon condition that such bank relinquish 
any branches beyond the corporate limits of 
the municipality in which the parent bank is 
located, and a bank in any state which either

_ authorize them, cannot join the federal reserve 


system unless it relinquishes such branches as 
it may have in operation. 

State banks already in the federal reserve 
will not be permitted to establish a branch in 


any state which now prohibits state banks

The enact- 
ment of the pending bill will, for a time at least, 
take the branch-bank issue out of the courts

best employ the time in 
the advancement of in- 
dividual and the com- 
mon welfare. New and 
better methods in in- 
dustry, efficiency in busi- 
ness and commercial activities, improved means 
of transportation and communication, and the 
almost complete elimination of drudgery in the 
household and on the farm, have combined to 
provide for the average person more time 
which may be devoted to beneficial study or 
mere passing pleasures. 

With the reasonable assumption that in the 
future there will be still greater saving of time 
by these same methods and processes, it may be 
wise to inquire just what practical or construc- 
tive use the people of a great nation, assuming 
that the problem is being considered now as 
applying only to the United States, will make 
of this gift. Not by idleness, merely, nor by 
the pursuit of even harmless pleasures, can 4 
people advance. And yet there remains, as 
perhaps there always will remain, a tendency 
upon the part of those who believe they have 
performed their allotted task to resent any 
effort on the part of others to direct or prescribe 
the uses to which they should put their hours of 
play. 

- But procrastination is not the only thief of 
time. The same resourcefulness that has been 
displayed in making the daily task lighter has 
provided many allurements designed to mon- 
opolize the leisure provided. In the cities, in 
the towns and villages, and even on the farms 
and in the remote lumber camps, the attrac- 
tions are away from, rather than in the direc- 
tion of study. Anyone can name these things. 
The automobile, the radio, the gramophone, the 


telephone, the easily accessible motion-picture . 


theater, the public dance halls, and many other 
distracting influences offer excuses for turning 
away from the bookshelves or the reading 
table. 

Now it may be that some of the things named 
are educative, in a sense, but it cannot be de- 
nied that none of them, individually or collec- 
tively, will supply the basis upon which good 
citizenship can rest and thrive. Culture, using 
the term in its broadest sense, does not come 
by any of the processes exemplified by these 
amusements. Any one of them, enjoved in mod- 
eration, may be safely left to individual choice, 
undirected. But there enters a genuine hazard 
where too great leisure is provided. It is just 
as true that all play and no work makes Jack 
a dull boy as that all work and no play will have 
the same result. 

But beyond this is the really important mat- 
ter of useless waste. Even admitting the pos- 
sibility of supplying all one’s reasonable wants 
by a few hours-of labor each day, there is no 
proper justification for the misuse or nonuse 
of the time gained. The problem presented is 
one to which some of this leisure might be 
profitably devoted. 


Editorial Notes 


In the statement of his conclusion that “Even 
if the temperature falls far lower in the Martian 
night, this ig by no means an impossible tem- 
perature for the support of life,” Robert G. 
Aitken, astronomer at Lick Observatory of the 
University ot California gave expression to a 
truth of deep significance. Inhabitants of this 
earth often imagine, when they turn their 
thought to the question of life on the far- 
distant planets, that such life could only exist 
under virtually similar circumstances to those 
Such is, how- 
ever, obviously not the case, for the whole issue 
is one revolving around the question of belief, 
and not Truth. As a matter of fact, there is 
nothing to prevent life, so called, from func- 
tioning in an atmosphere in which liquid

The Activities and Status of Spanish Women 


Madrid, Nov. 3 

Spanish women are slowly beginning to take their 
place alongside men in politics, in business and in the 
professions. Considering that feminism was never hear: 
of in~Spain until fourteen or fifteen years ago, the 
women’s movement here has advanced with rapid stride-. 
It has still a long way to go, however, before the Spanish 
women will have obtained the degree of freedom already 
attained, for example, by American and English women. 
Compared to more modern countries, Spain is still almoet 
in the Middle Ages, and the life of its women is no 
exception. 

The Moorish influence, with the Moors’ custom of seg- 
regating their women, still obtains in Spain today, more 
noticeably in Andalusia, where only the poorest peasant 
class women are allowed to undertake any manual labor. 
The type of work carried out by women is largely a class 
distinction in all parts of Spain, but the south sharply 
differs from the north, where the farmers’ mothers and 
wives and daughters, as well as the common peasants, 
frequently work all day in the flelds. 

A middle class is only beginning to he formed in 
Spain. Although unshaken by the Reformation and 
untouched by an upheaval such as the French Revolu- 
tion, Spain is finding it can no longer withstand the 
effects of daily contact with modern ideas which increas- 
ingly rapid communications have made inevitable. 

The middle-class Spanish woman is a more pro- 
Bressive type. Her daughter can go to church alone. She 
may be allowed to visit the cinema with two or three 
other girls. It is possible she may even earn her living 
as a shorthand typist or a secretary. If she does so, she 
will most likely be despised by many of her friends. I? 
bhe is of the upper class and has any paid employmeni, 
she will probably lose caste among all her friends. No 
self-respecting Spanish girl. may go out without her 
chaperone.

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“Shall the Philippines Go Free?” 
To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor 

In your editorial entitled “Shall the Philippines @o 
Free?” you coincide with the argument of D.,R. Williams 
in his recent volume, “The United States and the Philip- 
pines,” that, for strategic and economical reasons, the 
United States should hold on to the Philippines. 

This argument is contrary to the American policy in 
the Philippines, which is that, in dealing with the Philip- 
pine problem, the welfare of the Filipinos. and not of 
the United States. should be peramoun! President Me 
Kinley, the man mos:-responsible for the acquisition of 
the Philippines, said in the very beginning of American 
occupation: “The Philippines are ours, not to exploit 
but to develop, to civilize, to educate, to train in the 
science of self-government.’
